Ten states were shaken by the 
earthquake which on Saturday night 
destroyed two villages and caused 
many deaths in the state of Vera 
These ten states stretch from 
the iKhmns of Tehuantetc in a 
northwesterly direction, a 
of nearly five hundred miles and 
from f the gulf of Mexico to the 
Pacifies. 
Reports received up to l l o'clock 
last night indicated that the center 
of the convulsion was in the neigh­ 
borhood of Mount Orizaba, a vol­ 
cano situated about seventy miles 
west of Vera Cruz on the line be­ 
tween the states of Vera Cruz and 
Puebla. It was in this neighborhood 
that the most serious damage was 
done. Teocelo, a village thirty five 
miles northeast of the volcano, has 
been virtually destroyed and a sim­ 
ilar fate befell Couzitan, a small 
hamlet in that neighborhood. Wires 
have been torn down and only frag­ 
mentary reports have reached this 
city, but it is stated that there are 
many casualties in both towns. Re­ 
ports from Orizaba, a city IO miles 
south of the volcano, stated that 
several business blocks and churches 
near the center of the town were 
wrecked. In the suburb of this city 
the shock was very severe, many 
persons being reported killed. 
Fifteen distinct shocks were ex­ 
perienced at Cordoba, a city ten 
miles east of Orzena. 
While telegrams last night from 
the state of Vera Cruz where the 
earthquake was so severe, reported 
scores killed. None of the casualties 
were reported.

N A T I O N A L COMMITTEE CON­ 
DEMNS ACTION OF ASSEM­ 
BLY IN UNSEATING FOUR , 
SOCIALIST MEMBERS 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 14.— Chair­ 
m an H om er Cummings of the demo­ 
cratic national com m ittee, has au­ 
thorised 
the following 
statem ent 
com m enting upon the action of the 
New York legislature in excluding 
five socialists who had been elected 
m em bers: 
‘‘The action of the general as­ 
sembly of New York in disbarring 
regularly elected m em bers of the 
general assem bly was an outrage 
upon popular governm ent and cannot 
be excused upon any theory of jus­ 
tice and Americanism. The wrong 
done should be righted as speedily 
as possible.** 
No political developm ent of the 
past several m onths has given th e 
dem ocratic leaders such encourage­ 
m ent as they have derived from the 
action of the m ajority in the New 
York assem bly in voting to oust 
th e socialists. 
T heir elation is only slightly af­ 
fected by th e fact th a t a large num ­ 
ber of the dem ocratic members of 
the assem bly voted with the repub­ 
licans. 
The New York dem ocrats 
who supported the m otion to exclude 
the socialists, leaders here say, were 
m isguided and will set them selves 
right. B ut w hether they do or not, 
**tt is said th e responsibility for the 
exclusion m ust rest w ith the republi­ 
can 
m ajority. 
Furtherm ore, 
it 
is 
pointed out, th e dem ocratic attitude 
on the Questioin of perm itting the 
people to have representatives of 
th eir own choosing was determ ined 
by th e action of th e dem ocratic con­ 
gress in perm itting Meyer London, 
th e socialist congressm an from New 
York City, to sit in congress during 
th e w ar. 
. 
Dem ocratic leaders are draw ing a 
contrast between the action of the 
New York legislature in ousting five 
socialist m em bers and the action of 
th e French cham ber of deputies sev­ 
eral days ago in 
seating sixty-two 
socialists. Even Germany under the 
rule of the kaiser, they say, recog­ 
nized the right of the socialist party 
to representation in the reichstag. 
They do not believe the masses of 
the people in the United States wish 
to be m ore illiberal politically than 
Germ any was under the kaiser and 
than France is now, and has always 
been since republican rule was es­ 
tablished in th a t country. 
B erger Case D ifferent. 
There is no true palallel, it is said, 
between the case of Victor Berger, 
the W isconsin congressman ousted 
by congress, and the cases of the 
New 
York socialists. 
B erger 
was 
ousted on the ground th at he gave 
aid and com fort to the enemy of the 
United States while the w ar was in 
progress, not because he advocated 
a socialistic 
form 
of governm ent 
for thp United States. 
The reds who were deported by 
order of A ttorney General Palm er 
and the com missioner of im m igra­ 
tion, likewise were not sent out of 
th e country because they advocated 
a different social order than th at 
which now prevails in this country, 
but because the tenets of the com­ 
m unist party to which they had 
sworn allegiance do not contem plate 
political revolution through educa­ 
tion and the ballot, but by direct 
action 
regardless of 
the political 
viewpoint of the m ajority. 
Convention Call Issued. 
The dem ocratic leaders are saying 
th a t the action of the New York as­ 
sembly dem onstrates the reactionary 
trend th ere now is in the republican 
party. They expect to hold up this 
action as indicative of the intolerant 
attitu d e the republican party would 
assum e if restored to power in the 
nation. 
The dem ocratic national commit­ 
tee today issued the call for the San 
Francisco convention. 
It was an­ 
nounced th a t there would be 1,082 
delegates in the convention and an 
~hQual num ber of alternates. 
It was 
also announced th a t for the first 
tim e in the history of the m ajor 
political parties women will have a 
hand in the prelim inary arrange­ 
m ents for a presidential convention. 
Mrs. George Bass of Chicago and 
Miss Mary E. Poy of Los Angeles 
a re the two women nam ed, along 
w ith fifteen male m embers of the 
national com m ittee to select the tem ­ 
porary chairm an and m ake up the 
tem porary roll of the convention.

Puebla, It was in this neighborheed 
that the most serious damage was 
done. Teocelo, a village thirty five 
miles northeast of the volcano, has 
been virtually destroyed and a sim- 
ilar fate befell Couzitan, a small 
hamlet in that neighborhood. Wires 
have been torn down and only frag- 
mentary reports have reached this 
city, but it is stated that there are 
many casualties in both towns. Re- 
ports from Orizaba, a city 10 miles 
south of the volcano, stated that 
several business blocks and churches 
near the center of the town were 
wrecked. In the suburb of this city 
the shock was very severe, many 
persons being reported killed. 


Fifteen distinct shocks were ex- 


perienced at Cordoba, a city ten 
miles east of Orzena. 


While telegrams last night from 


the state of Vera Cruz where the 
earthquake was so severe, reported 
scores killed.

The recent attempts to assassinate Lord French in Dublin 


(two efforts to take his life being reported in a week) tend 
to remind the reader of the tragic days of 1914 when Eng- 
land's "Old Contemptibles" were fighting for the life of the 
empire in France and Belgium. 
At that time Lord French, 


then known as Sir John French, was in command of the 
British Expeditionary Forces. And the world has long since 
learned that no more desperate fighting was ever done by the 
soldiers of Britain than on that terrible retreat from Mons to 
Lagny, and afterwards at the first Ypres battle where they! 
saved the channel ports and the empire from overwhelming! 
numbers of the Hun. 


It was at Mons that the "Old Contemptibles" had their 


baptism of fire. Here through a day of murderous fighting 
Sir John French, with only 80,000 raw troops, time and again 
hurled back the broken lines of five times that many Ger- 
mans. 
But the long lines of Prussians reached round his 


flanks forced ihim to leave the field in order to save his 
army. 
Then and there began the most brilliant retreat in 


history. 
Yielding the Mons-Lagny line inch by inch, the 


British carpeted the line of march with the bodies of the 
enemy. 
Through the blazing heat of August days, through 


the mists and rains of Augusts nights, ever under the iron 
storms of shell-fire, ever harassed by German cavalry, with 
little food, and no 'sleep or rest, Tommy Atkins kept his lines 
unbroken till he had crossed the Marne. 


Then came the rush of Gallieni's army in taxies to the 


battle front, the flank attack of Manoury's corps, the de- 
cisive thrust of Foch at La Fere Champenoise, and the frantic 
retreat of Von Kluck's army to the hills behind the Aisne. 
Having assisted the legions of France in winning" the First 
Marne battle, the British contingent started on the historic 
race to the sea, reaching the wastes of Nieuport only in time 
to stop the waves of Germany sweeping towards the channel 
ports. 


In November came the first crash at Ypres. Outnumbered 


eleven to one the expeditionary army was called upon to hold 
thirty miles of battle stretching through the unbroken flats 
of Flanders. 
There was no protection from the fire of the! 


enemy. There was not a stone, a trench or a thicket to pro-| 
tect the outnumbered defenders. 
In many places there was! 


only one soldier to defend five yards of the line. There was; 
no reserve. 
.. 
; 


At the village Krueiseik, 3,000 British were ordered to; 


hold the lines to the last man. 
When the commander toldj 


French that he would have to have reinforcements, Sir John; 
replied: "You see my staff. 
They are the only troops be- 


tween you and the channel." 
At the end of a hundred hours 


of fighting, 15,000 of the Prussian Guards lay dead before the 
village. 
Only a handful of the British- were left, but they 


still held the lines. Elsewhere—at St. Eloi—dismounted Brit- 
ish cavalry time and again charged regiments of the best 
troops that ever crossed the hine and hurled them broken 
from the field. 


The "Old Contemptibles" were almost annihilated at 


Ypres. But not all the glories of Agincourt and Crecy and 
Waterloo outshine the splendor bestowed on British arms by 
the heroism of those awful days in Flanders. The brightest 
.stars that shine in the galaxy of Britain were planted there "by 
the dead who sleep in shallow graves from Nieuport to the 
Yperlee. And the matchless leadership displayed by Sir John 
French should give him rank in history with Marlborough and 
Wellington. 


It is one of the grim tragedies of politics that the laureled 


hero of the "Old Contemptibles" should become the popular 
mark of assassins in a troubled city. 
The man who has 


wrought so much for Britain deserves a beter fate than to be 
fired at by men who sympathized with the enemies of Eng- 
land while she was fighting for'civilization. Lord French is 
an old man. He should be left at peace in his own house to 
call back the memories of Tommy Atkins, whom he led to 
glory on the red fie'lds of war.

disloyalists. 


Semlnoie county was the center 


of what was 
facetiously referred 


to as "The Roastin' Ear Rebellion" 
In August, 1917. The Working Class 
jnion, an organization declared to 
je almost Identical with the Indus- 
rial Workers of the World,

jeen active in Seminole, Pontotoc 
and Pottawtomie -counties for sev- 
eral weeks. "Locals" were organized 
at various rural school houses and

The first outbreak occurred when 


wo Seminole county deputy sher- 
ffs were fired upon- In the Little 
liver country. Armed men burned

midst o£ the rebellion warning was 
sent to the • town of Konawa that 
a mob was advancing upon it to 
seize stores of ammunition and fire- 
arms and burn the town.

The backbone of the rebellion, if.

system 'of letting contracts for con- 
struction of army camps was a cost- 
ly experiment now- promises to end 
iii failure. The committee has de- 
veloped little in ' support. of that 
contention,

testimony 


before the house investigators wag 
that a large number of large busi- 
ness concerns throughout the coun- 
try have adopted the policy since 
the war of letting construction con- 
tracts on the cost-plus plan, rather 
than lump sum, basis. 


The McKenzie sub committee is 


one of the several "smelling com- 
mittees" named by the, republicans. 
of the house to Investigate the con- 
duct of the war and the adminis- 
tration of Secretary Baker. This par- 
ticular' sub-committee 
is 
charged 


specifically with an 
inquiry into 


construction 
costs at the 
various 


cantonments, and early in its hear- 
ings began to attack indirectly and 
directly the cost-plus contracts. 


When It became necessary at the"] 


outbreak. of the war to hurriedly: 
construct' more than two dozen na-| 
: tional 
army 
and 
national 
guard; 


camps in various sections of the: 
country, the construction 
division' 


of the quartermaster's 
department 


did not have sufficient organization 
to permit the government itself to 
build such a large number of can- 
tonments. Consequently,' since timd

t -actors to put their already per- 
fected organizations at the service 
of the government.

One of the recent witnesses be- 


fore the house investigating sub- 
committee was former Lt. Col. J.

Colonel Pease was commissioned in 
the constructing division because of 
bis ability as an engineer and build- 
er' and was summoned to Washing- 
ton to accept the commission early 
in'the war. Since bis discharge he 
has formed a connection with one 
of i the greatest engineering'concerns 
in the United States. ' 


Members of the house committee 


asked Lt. Col. Pease, who testified 
after his discharge and as a civil- 
ian, if he did not regard the cost- 
plus system as a bad thing. 


"I think the cost-plus system was 


of advantage to the government at 
Ca'mp Gordon and elsewhere," said 
Mr. Pease. "Under, the' cost-plus 
plan a contractor is not forced to 
make excessively high .bids to take 
care of 'possible "setbacks and con- 
tingencies. As an illustration, the 
terrain at Camp Gordon produced 
three different grades for -the laying 
of sewers, and ,so. on, and susveys 
had' to be made. A contractor bid- 
ding on a lump slim would have 
protected himself on this by bidding 
so high that he could not lose on 
account of this extra work. Under 
the cost-plus Plan, the government 
had the work done at the cheapest 
possible figure, and for a small fee, 
an;d did not have to pay for a pri- 
vate contractor's contingencies." 


Mr. Pease testified also that many 


cost-plus contracts are today being 
let by the big business concerns of 
the country, including certain cotton 
mills and power companies. He told 
the house committee that he did not 
think the war department could be 
criticised for making such contracts. 


On the other Jiand, he -said a maxi- 
mum (ee limit 'and ' the saving ot 
time in constructing the camps en- 
ured to the benefit of the govern- 
ment and ita soldiers. In order to 
expedite work, he" said, a general 
contractor for a camp would fre- 
quently call in a half-dozen asso- 
ciates, large builders, who would 
be assigned to certain work In the 
camp; the whole machinery 'working 
expedltiously and honestly for econ- 
omical and' speedy construction.
